SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


The  whole  p osition  regarding  existing  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  area  was  reviewed  by  the  Council  when  in  June,  1944,  a  joint 
Report  drawn  up  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  outlining 
the  requirements  of  the  various  villages  of  the  District  in  matters 
relating  to  Sevferage,  Housing  and  Water  Supply  was  presented  to  the 
Council.

The  first-named  nine  villages  are  provided  vftth  a  weekly 
scavenging  system  of  night-soil  carried  out  by  Contractors 
on  behalf  of  the  Council,  Cesspools  at  Empingham  are  emptied 
by  contract* 

During  the  year*  by  arrangement  with  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service  and  other  local  bodies,  some  25  tons,  10 
cuts,  of  waste  paper,  cardboard,  rags  and  bones,  were
